iwettenham’s Blunder. 

Gov. Swettenham. of Jamaica, has 
ilundered again. This is said advised- 
y, for his record in the British Coloni- 
al service shows several mistakes seri- 
dus enough to cause his transfer from 
one position to another, each time to 
one less important. He began official 
life as colonial secretary at Singapore, 
then was made governor of the Strait’s 
settlement, when he was transferred 
to British Guinea and thence to 
Jamaica. While his transfer each 
time was designated “promotion,” the 
fact remains that there was trouble 
sufficiently serious to interfere with 
future usefulness. 

Gov. Swettenham’s blunder at Kings- 
ton seems to have resulted from cha- 
grin that A-meric an warships should be 
the first to come to the city’s relief 
and from lack of tact in dealing with 
Americans engaged in work ashore. 

There was certainly no cause for eha* 
grin, because the American ships hap- 
pened to be in neighboring waters; the 
Americans were not responsible for 
the failure of British ships to arrive 
sooner. As to lack of tact, in emer- 
gencies official red tape is always cut 
short, and effort is directed toward lar- 
gest results. If the Americans hap- 
pened to accomplish more than others, 
they were better directed and more 
skilled at the work in hand. The gover- 
nor ought to have appreciated these 
facts. 

To put the matter in another way. 

Gov. Swettenham failed to appreciate 
the superior rights of humanity in the 
calamity which befell Kingston. In 
that calamity, tna governor was only a 
co-laborer with all others engaged in 
burying the- dead, caring for the in- 
jured, and sheltering and feeding the 
destitute. He was entitled to such 
consideration only, as courtesy might 
dictate. He did not see things in this 
light. He did not rise to the impor- 
tance of the occasion. Some men never 
do. They are not big enough. They 
have constantly to be “promoted” to 
find places to fit them.

City Ordinance 



AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING 
THE KEEPING OF CATTLE 
WITHIN THE CORPORATE LIM- 
ITS OF THE CITY OF PARIS, 
KENTUCKY. 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of C ouncil of the City of Paris, 
Kentucky : 

It shall be unlawful for any person, 
company or corporation to keep cattle 
tor the purpi se of feeding, or fatten- 
ing them, with:n the corporate limits 
of the City of Paris, Kentucky. 

Any person, company, or corpora- 
tion violating the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be fined not less than 
ien dollars ($10.00) nor more than 
Fifty dollars ($50.00) for each offense, 
and each day such cattle are kept 
within the City shall constitute a sep- 
arate offe nse.

Curionltle* of Coffee. 

Coffee, as experts are aware, has a 
very extraordinary property. It is one 
of the most absorbent matters iu ex- 
istence. Coffee beans placed in a damp 
room swell and absorb moisture till 
they nearly double their weight. Here 
is the chance of the dishonest grocer. 
Not content with the amouut of profit 
made npon coffee, he places pails of 
water in a room with piles of uncover- 
ed coffee beans, and by swelling the 
coffee adds something like 50 per cent 
to his profits. The flavor is ruined, but 
that does not matter to him. So ab- 
sorbent is coffee, not only of moisture, 
but of gases and flavors, that shippers 
of Brazilian coffee ulways stipulate 
that the sacks of fresh Rio beans shall 
never be carried on a steamer which 
has raw hides as auy part of her cargo. 
These will taint the coffee more surely 
than anything else and render it uu.it 
for use. The useful side of this quality 
of coffee is that in a sickroom a hand- 
ful or two of fresh roasted aud grouud 
beans act as an excellent purifier and 
deodorizer.— Washington Post.
